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PROBIBITION IN TBXAS. 


The Georgtan Speaker of the Texan Repre- 
sentatives Makes a Break, 

Datias,June 14.—Considerable surprise has 
been created here at the intelligence that the 
Hon. L. L. Foster, editor of the Limestone 
New Era, and speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives in the present Texas legislature, 
has gone onthestump in Limestone county 
advocating prohibilion. It is rumored 
that Mr. Foster i to lead 
the prohibition party 
campaign as its catididate for gov- 
ernor, hoping to combine all elements of the 
opposition to the democracy in his favor. For 
the past three months in democratic inner 
circles it has been understood that Mr. Foster 
was to be booked for lieutenant-governor in 
the next campaign, with a north Texas mau 
at the head of the ticket, but as the prohibi- 
tionistsare antagonistic to the attitude of the 
democracy on the liquor question, and 
es they recently, at the Dallas con- 
vention, announced themselves a distinct po- 
litical party, and also denounced the democ- 
racy and the legislature for refusing to submit 
a prohibition amendment to the constitution 
to the vote of the people, and as Mr. Foster 
was speaker of the lower house of that body, 
his present position is regarded as remarkable, 
There are many who claim that his promi- 
nence in the democratic party, and his popu- 
larity among the packiity and conserva- 
tive elements is such that his candi- 
dscy would greatly weaken the democracy 
and strengthen the prohibition cause. The 
enthusigsts in the ranks of the prohibition 
party even declare that Foster could win 
against the regular party nominee. It is now 
believed that Mr. Foster’s new departure had 
something to do with the meeting of Governor 
Ireland and Lieutenant Governor Gibbs, 'sey- 
eral state senators and other distinguished 
democrats in Dallason Wednesday last, and 
that they discussed a remodelling of the séate 
ticket slate.

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COUNTERFEITING DISCOUNTED. 


4n Invention which Bafties the Skill of the 
Crooks. 
PHILADELPHIA,Pa., June 14.--For two months 
past Colonel A. Loudon Snowden, super- 
intendent of the mint, has been working upon 
an invention to render counterféiting the 
United States coinage practicably impossibie. 
Some weeks ago he made a wocden model of 
his own with atwice disected collar, which 
was intended to form raised letters upon the 
peripheries of all United States coins. After 
this had been tested he had severai steel! 
collars made upon the same pattern and ad- 
justed to the enormous toggled silver coinage 
pressofthe mint. For days aud weeks Colonel 
Snowden persevered ip experiments that were 
ojlten most disheartening, for he found it a 
neerly impossible task to adjust the opening 
and shuiting of the bisected collar to the rapid 
metion of the dies. But a final experimental 
test was made, and it was a perfect success. 
Hears of round silver pieces, as smooth 
as ice and as glistening as dewdreps, were 
placed in a tall hollow tube at the outer edge 
ofthe press. These pieces were embryo silver 
doilars. With mathematical exactness all the 
moving machinery of the dies was adjusted so 
tbat it would work simultaneously with the 
opening and shutting of the collar. After the 
flywheel of the coining press had made a tew 
revolutions the traveling metal claws were 
adjusted to grasp the first round 
silver piece, and then the ma- 
chine wss put in tull speed. The silver 
dollars were stamped and lettered by the new 
collar, and began to pour into the tray beneath 
like metallic hail. The shower of precious 
metal was allowed to continue without inter- 
ruption for two minutes, when the coining 
press was stopped and the dollars were exam- 
ined. The test confirmed all expectations. 
As esch one of the experimenting party held 
up a bnew coin, still hot from the press, the 
raised letters appeared upon the edge- 
distinct, gleaming, snd withouta flaw what, 
ever. Between the legend upon the eye of the 
new coip, “E Pluribus Unum,” silver six- 
pointed stars appeared, as delicately formed 
esifgraven undera miscroscope. The die 
work upon both sides of the new dollar was 
clear and without imperfection of any kind. 
The new coin cannot be imitated by coun- 
terfeitévs because it cannot be made in a 
mold or by any process except the eteel collar, 
hand-engraving or 2 screw press. Milled 
coins can be litted out of a mold without in- 
jury because the lines upon their edges are 
straight upanddown. The new ones have 
letters and stars on their edges, and cannot be 
taken out, except by injuring them and 
mutilating the mold.

Duffy exclaimed: ‘‘You would not shoot 
mel’”’ Whereupon Cuff, in a terrible rage, 
drew his revolver, and without a word shot 
Duffy, who died in fifteen minutes. The mur- 
derer was errested. 
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STRUCK BY ASLUNGSHOT. 


Three Thieves set Upon a Butcher--One vf

New Orveans, June 14.—Eerly this morn- 
ing, as James Stafford, a butcher inthe French 
market, was leaving his home near the corner 
of 8t. Peter and Decatur streets, he was struck 
from behind with aslungshot. Being a pow- 
erful man, he grappled with one of his assail- 
ants, but was finally knocked down.

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HUGO'S DAUGHTER. 


THE STORY CONFIRMED BY AD- 
VICES FROM PARIS. 


Her Secret Marriage to Lieutenant Pinson, of the 
Boglish Army-—His Attempted Union Witha 
Ledy at Salifax Interrupted by the Ap- 
pearance of Miss Hugo—Bio. 


From the New York World. 

The story ot Adele Hugo, daughter of Victor 
Hugo, and of her ead adventures in this coun- 
try and the Barbadoes, was recently printed 
inthe World. according to this story, Adele 
Hugo, when a young girl made the acquaint- 
ence of an English officer named Pinson while 
visiting Brussels, and the two having fallen 
in love at first sight were secretly married. 
Pirson promised that he would make her his 
wife publicly in due time, and soon started for 
London, leaving her with her parents. The 
secret marriage, according to some accounts, 
was only a mock ceremony and Miss Hugo 
was simply deceived and betrayed. Having 
informed her mother ofthe affair, they both 
hastenedto London, but found on their arrival 
in thet city that Pinson had left with his reg- 
iment, which had been orderedto Halifax. 
Miss Hugo returned to the continent with her 
mother, but soon afterwards left honte clandes- 
tinely, reached New York, and “fromr thenes 
made her way to Halifax. She arrived ‘in 
time to prevent the marriage of her false lover 
with the daughter of Mr. Johnson, prime 
minister of Nova Scotia. She remained in 
Helifax three. years, during which time Lieu- 
tenant Pinsen repudiated her, but did not 
dare deny the truth of thestory of her wrongs. 
His regiment being ordered to the Barbadoes, 
Miss Hugo followed hima thither. Her father 
sent her an allowance of a hundred dollars a 
month, and more when she required it. The 
memory ef her life in Halifax and the Barba 
does is still fresh in the minds of the inhabi- 
tants. One narrator, referring to her sojourn 
in the latter place, thus describes her: 

“In her rare lucid moments she has been 
heard tosay, ‘If he had not abandoned me I 
shoujid not have lest my reason.’ She found 
hereelf left without resources, and in her dis- 
tress she eppealed to her illustrious father. 
The be}p he sent she placed upon the carpet, 
and told the trades- people to help themsel ves. 
The first comers took all, whereupon the old 
negress servant advised her to write 
again ber father. In the interval 
poverty and . distress were endured, 
which intensified the mania, and. finally 
the poet sent for her to come home. Her in- 
sanity is mild and harmless. She can reason 
well and her memory is good, but suddenly, 
while atihe table, she will put her food in 
her pocket. Her dress is that of a young girl; 
her walk is very peculiar; she fills her pocket 
with a host of things which she picks up ont 
of the road in her daily promenade, and one 
day she collects the pebbles in her 
which she replaces in her next walk.

1is works by heart.” . 

His story bore so many elements of improd- 
ability that it has been accepted as the pro- 
duction of geome fanciful romancer. This view 
of it appeared ail the more likely as no men- 
ticn has been made of Adele in the various 
biographies of Hugo, or in his own “‘Mo-~ 
moires,’’ and the poet himself, whose family 
sympathies were so intense, was never known 
to speak of her. 

A dispatch from Halifax represents Miss 
Hugo as being in a New York iunatic asylum 
at present. This is erroneous. Miss Hugo is 
at present confined in an asylum near Paris. 

The Paris Figaro of May 24d says, apropos 
ofthe Hugo family: “When the children of 
the poet are referred to, mention is made only 
of those thst are dead. His youngest daugh- 
ter is forgotten, the only one living, Mile. 
Adele Hugo. This unhappy lady will never 
hear ot her father’s death. She has lost her 
rearon. Since she has. been at Saint- 
Maude, in Mme. Rivet’s great asylum. She 
is now fifty-three years old. Her father 
was accustcmed to mount the omnibus in the 
mornings quite often and go out to see her. 
In syite of her madness she never failed to 
recegnize him. She would sit on his knees 
and beg him to take her home with him, but 
would insist that he should take all her com- 
psnions with her. : 

“Mme. Rivet hes thought it advisable to con- 
ceal from the poor creature the death of her 
tather. Unless she is expressly ordered to 
the contrary, which she certainly will not 
be, she will always leave her under the im- 
pression that her father is atill living. 
When Miss Huge now asks why her tather 
does not come to see her any more, Mme. 
Rivet answers: ‘He was here only yesterday, 
and be isso busy that hecannot come out 
every day.’ Asoneof the charaeteristics of 
Miss Hugo’s loss of mind is that she believes 
everything that is told her,she then goes 
away contented.”

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ECCENTRIC BRIDEGROOMS. 


Some Spicy Asecdotes Belating to Wed- 
dings, Mishaps to Ministers, Etc. : 
From the Brooklyn Eagle. : 

There was a clergyman who married a 
couple, and at the wedding breaktast one of 
the bridesmaids expressed a wishto see taat 
mystic document, a wedding license, which 
she had never beheld in her lifetime. The re- 
quest occasioned a fearful discovery. The 
clergyman had quite forgotton to ask for the 


license;*the bridegroom had left it to his 
‘‘best mam’ to procure it, and this the best 
man had forgotten to do. . Of course, the mar- 
riage was no legal marriage atalle The wedr 
ding party broke up in dismay, and the cere- 
mony was performed again next day. The 
peor clergyman, however, never got over the 
eflects of his blunder. 

On another occasion a clergyman got him- 
self into considerable trouble; he ‘was of the 
type known as Ritualistic, and persuaded @ 
worthy couple who had beenjmarried-sta now 
conformist chapel that they had not been 
ecclesiastically married at all, and that it was 
necessary that they should be married over 
agein at the aor church. This was ver 
much resented by the non con‘ormist interest, 
and the clergyman was put upon his trial at 
the Oxford Assizes. ‘The judpe took a very 
tenient view, and said that as the parties had 
already been legally married, any farther 
service was illusory and mere child’s play, 
end that “he might just as well have read 
‘Chevy Chase’ over them.”’ 

In one of his novels Charles Reade makes 
his hero,a clergyman, wonder whether he 
might not legally marry himself to the hero- 
ine, especially as they were both cast upon a 
desolate island. It may be as well thatnov- 
elists and novel yeaders should be aware that. 
for a clergyman to officiate @hizyown mar- 
riage is utterly illegal. 

Une day an elderly gentleman met a youn 
one. ‘] have had a hard day’s Work,” sai 
the young Levite. ‘I began at 7 O’clock this 
morning by marrying @ young couple.”

Now, it is use- 
less extravagance and a nuisance to give up 
fo much «pace to this insignificant little 
word, The time and labor of setting 
it up deserve consideration. Frequently we 
economize time, Jabor and space by writing 
and printing the word and thus, “‘&.”” Why 
not have a simple sign for the word ‘the?’ 
Not only would the abbreviation or sign be a 
godsend to the printers, but it would be an 
inestimable blessing to writers. A man who 
makes a business of writing spends years of 
bis life spelling out “the’’ and several other 
frequently recurring words. There is no 
senee in adhering to labor and time-wasting 
customs. Sooner or later we must adopt some 
of tbe simplest and most useful short hand 
methods, and we cannot begin too early. 


CONSOLING REFLECTIONS. 
All along the line the desperate machine 
republicans are making arrangements to oc- 
cupy the Jast ditch of their corrupt organiza- 
tion, and from that position they propose to 
wave the bloody shirt and work the old issues 
fo all they are worth.

A year 
or-so later Maximilian fell into the hands of the 
Mexicans, and aftera trial by courtmartial, was 
shot, with two of his generals.

A Talk With Blacksmith Murphy, the 
Shoer of Trotting Horses. 

‘To shoe a fast horse takes as much care and 
precision as to fita lady’s foot,’’ said Mr. John 
Murphy, the well known horse shoer,toa Phila- 
delphia News gatherer recently. ‘“‘The majority 
of race horses that come to this city are shod in 
thissbhop.

A Modern Innovation—How It Is Made— 
Cheapand Durabie in Service, 
From the Paper Maker. 

A paper making firm in New Jersey has for sey- 
eral weeks been turning out counterpanes and 
pillows of paper, No. 1 manilla paper is used,twe 
large sheets being held together by a slender twine 
at intervals of three or fourinches. The twine is 
gummed, so as to hold the sheets firmly together 
where it lies. A hem is placed on the counterpane 
to keep it from tearing; the safety edge 
is com posed of twine.e Ornamental 
designs are stamped on the outer surfaces of the 
coversand cases, giving them aneat, attractive 
appearance. 

When these counterpaves and pillow-cases be- 
come wrinkled from use they can easily be 
smoothed out witha hotflatiron. The counter- 
panes can be left on the bed when it is occupied 
end in cold weather will be found a warm cover- 
ing, paper preventing the escape of heat.

THE ATLANTA UNIVERSITY, 


An Interesting Day Yesterday at Stone Hall 
—The Baccalaureate Address, 


A large congregation gathered yesterday 
morning in the chapel of Stone Hall to listen 
to the baccalaureate sermon by Rey. C, W. 
Francis, from Esther 4:14, “And who know- 
eth whether thou art come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this.” 

The providence of God, said the preacher, 
bas brought Esther to the crisis of her life. 
Will she cast in her lot with her people and 
try to deliver them, or will she enjoy herself 
in the caese'g and let the people tales care of 
themselves? This question comes, in sub- 
stance, sometime in the life of every man. 
How are we to know when God similarly calls 
us to service? 

1. When he needs service. This constitutes 
the first great indication that he calls. Look 
ahead and see what appeals come to us. 
Think of the need of education. According 
to the report of the school commissioner of 
this state, more than fifty per cent of the peo- 
ple among whom youf lot is cast are without 
school privileges. There are communities 
within fifty miles of this city that have never 
hadaschool. There is not in the state a 
school building owned by a county board of 
education. alfof the people are living in 
huts with all that that implies. 

2. The cell to service reaches every- 
body who has power. Has God 
given mea voice, skill of hand, power of 
mind? That is his call to enter into service. 
You have that cali to-day in a peculiar sense. 
You have learned here with considerable 
thoroughness that you do not know much. 
You have learned some of the lines along 
which you oe? pick up knowledge. You 
bave learnedthat honest work lies atthe 
foundation of good character and respectabili- 
ty. Todo nothing and shine, to live on what 
is borrowed or sponged from others, is net de- 
cent. You have learned, or at least had an 
opportunity to learn, that dress does not make 
a man, still Jess awoman; thatshow and 
parade and glitterand tinsel and pretence 
count for little; butthat character takes the 
first rank. 

So you have these two signs of a call, the 
great need anda modest degree of qualifica- 
tion. Now, are you going to shine simply, 
and make a parade, and startle the rustics, or 
are you going to yr to others what Christ 
has given you? If the letter, let me suggest 
two or three things: . 

1. You must make yourselves examples of 
all that you expect the people around you to 
become. This is the largest piece of business 
that you will have todo. Itis the most ef- 
fective way to make people become what you 
want them to be. 

2. You will maintain and enlarge the pow- 
ers you have. You must fill up the reservoir 
and increese its capacity. It will require ex- 
ertion to keep the increase of power .that vou 
have. Day by day you must build yourselves 
up in knowledge and character. It is what 
you arethat will determine what you accom- 
plish. This is moreimportant than the mat- 
ter of rights and privileges; God will take care 
of these in his own good time. 

3. Youmust cultivatean hmuble reliance 
inthe source of all power. Angels might 
envy your work, and yet even they could not 
succeed without God. Thesermon,closed with 
a special address to the graduating classes.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY, 


A Talk With Colone!] I. W. Avery on the 
Recent Trip of The Board of Visitors, 


Saturday Colonel Il. W. Avery, chairman of 
the voard of visitors to the state university,re- 
turned to the city and was met by a ConsrI- 
TUTION reporter to whom he gave an interest- 
ing account of the visit of the committee to the 
university. 

Said Colonel Avery to the reporter in reply 
to a question: 

‘‘The board found the university in a much 
betier condition than they did last year.There 
was a higher grade of scholarship, a greater 
excellence in all minor details and a very fine 
senior class with a very high average.”’ 

‘“‘Are thereany Atlanta boys who take spo- 
cis] prominence in the class?” 

“Yes, one, especially. Eugene Mitchell is 
one of the leaders.’’ 

‘‘What did the board do?” 

“The board went more thoroughly intothe 
matter of scholarship and into the methods of 
teacbing than any previous board had done 
in along time and made a close and ee 
investigation into every matter connecte 
withthe curriculum and scholarship of the 
institution. The board questioned the 
faculty very closely in _ regard to 
their methods cf teaching, and they became 
impressed with the fidelity and skill of the 
whole faculty. The board discussed a great 
many of the matters connected with the cur- 
riculum of the university, and found that 
there were deficiencies growing out ot the 
need of more money, and that the needs were 
of such a nature as should be supplied 
and the deficiencies corrected. For 
instance, *they found that there was no 
chair of botany or natural history, an absolute 
essential especially to those who are studying 
agriculture. They found that the supplemen- 
tal farm, while it is very finely conducted, 
needs more money in order to be run properly 
and bring out its full value. There is a large 
building there with thirty-six rooms splendid- 
ly adapted to college purposes. This building 
hey are utterly unable to use because they 
cannot pay teachers for it, 
and professor White,who is at the head of this 
department, has advocated that a part of the 
money from the inspection of tertilizers be 
used in perfecting this farm and in putting it 
upon a proper basis. There are only four 
epecial students in agriculture whereas there 
used to bea great many, and the reason of it 
is they have not enough money to properly 
run the department of the  insti- 
tution. The board discussed the value 
and necessity of enlarging the 
technological facilities of the institution. As 
it is they now train physicists, chemists and 
engineers. They ought to be able to turn out 
practical workers in wood and metal, telegra- 

hy, stenography, and kindred matters. The 
ard realized the necessity for enlarging these 
technical facilities of the institution.” 

‘‘What4ds there new over that way in addi- 
tion to what you have already given me?” 

“There is one thing that may interest you, 
They have a very fine 2 Sages of discipline at 
the university. Chancellor Mel has inaugu- 
rated a sysiem of ‘influence’ which is based on 
an appeal tothe honor and manhood of the 
boys, and the consequence is they have the 
most orderly college they ever had. The stu- 
dents seem to be thoroughly imbued with the 
spirit of sobriety and order, are attentive to 
their studies and are of the very highest moral 

rade. The reportof the board of visitors will 
a eminently favorable to the university and 
will be exhaustive.”

DR. MUNHALL DELIVERS TWO NO- 
TABLE SERMONS. 


He Preaches’ inthe Afternoon to Four Thousand 
, Children, and Makesa Deep Impression—At 
.. Wight He Preaches a Sermon on the Sin 
. of Dancing and Theater Going.

The sermon was on the wonderful love of 
God and the obligation that man is under to 
serve Him. God has stamped His creation 
with. 

AN INTELLIGENT PURPOSE.

He created us for His glory, but sin came into 
the world and separated us from God, and 
every unsaved } gt is living in rebellion 
against God and His government.

You are God’s 
enemies it youdoso. Are we not approving 
if we indulge in these harmful amusements.

Soe religion, and she is a stumbling block in 
her way. We should drive as _ far 
from the precipice as possible. Get as far 
away from sin as youcan. Religion and spir- 
ituality are different. Those who indulge in 
the vices I have named have no spiritual life, 
do not enjoy communion with God. These 
things wil] destroy the spiritual life. Go no 
where where you cannot take Christ. Those 
who do such things are not concerned about 
the souls of those out of Christ. These things 
have a tendancy to destroy viriue. From the 
Virginia reel progressively to the german 
then to hell isthe tendency. The tendency 
is always to evil. The chief of police 
of New York, in a _ report, says 
that nine-tenths of the girls of New York, 
who are leading disrepu‘able lives have come 
to that through the dance. You cannot grow 
in grace until you lay aside these things. We 
are to deny our indulgence in anything that 
will lessen our influence for goodon those 
aboutus. You are your brother’s keeper, and 
you should do nothing to lead him estray. If 
we shine as lights in the world we must keep 
ourselves unspotted from the world. 

The sermon created a decided sengation and 
was the subject of much comment, 

The crowd last night was the largest that 
has ever been known at the tabernacle. Many 
were turned away unable to gain admission. 
There are four thousand seats in the hall and 
every one was occupied. 

In that connection it may be interesting to 
give the seating capacity of the principal 
churches in Atlanta; First Baptist 800, Second 
Baptist 600, First Methodist 800, Trinity 700, 
First Presbyterian 700, Second Presbyterian 
500, making a total of 4,100, or less perhaps 
than were at the tabernacle last night. 


At the conclusion of the sermon, fifteen , 


hundred people asked for prayer, and a large 
number went into the inquiry room. A hun- 
dred and fifty conversions for the two services 
were reported.
